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The Arab Movement. 


It is—and naturally so—difficult to tell with any certainty the 
precise purpose and object of KinG HvUssrin in making his journey 
into Transjordania, and the conferences he is arranging with various 
parties, including his son, the Emir ABDULLAH, and Sir HERBERT 
Samureni. The Jerusalem correspondent of the Times thinks that 
the KINGS journey is of no great importance, so far as 
the political. future of Palestine is concerned, and that 
he is only thinking about the proper setting of boundaries 
On the other hand, we know that a Treaty between this country 
and KinGc Hvssern bas for some time been in the hatching: 
and it would appear as if agreement about its terms has been 
delayed by Kina Hussein pending the conferences which he is 
. gow undertaking. Further, the King is said to have issued a kind 

Mannifesto to the British people, which could not refer merely 
*to a question of the boundaries. There is little doubt, then, that 
@ the Arab attitude in respect to Palestine is to be a subject of 
’ fhe conversations KinG HUSSEIN is initiating. What he will decide 
to make the Arab demand and, still more, what the British Govern. 


ment will consent to, are matters of much doubt. But it appears 


probable that the Arab decision will be inspired by the idea of an 
Arab Confederation which will include Palestine culturally, economic- 
ally and politically. We should not be surprised if,at least for the 
present, no attempt were made to obtain the withdrawal of Great 


Britain, although we may be sure that if the Confederation to 


twhich we have referred be indeed the Arab purpose, then care 
will be taken ever now to make easy the way for Arab indepen- 
dence. How all thie will affect the Jewish future of Palestine, we 
need not here pointout. But it is manifest that the one thing that 
at all costs has to be maintained, is the right of Jewish immigration, 
subject to the economic conditions of the country., For our part, we 
=regard that as a very meagre interpretation of the promises and 
rights conferred upon Jews by the Mandate. But it is the 
sinimum under which the remotest progress can be made 
p the building up of the Jewish National Home. How far 
rab aspirations clash with the freedom of immigration for 
mews, ic then the kernel of the question that now arises. We hope 
mee can rely upon the Government, at least so far as to reserve 
ad preserve this remnant of the rich promises, actual and impliég, 


Mhich have been made ta the 32i!ch people, one way and 


Mnciler, since November, 1917... We know that it is something 


approaching heresy to express the wish or the hope that Palestine 
may ultimately become as Jewish as England is English. But it 
surely ought to be impossible for any Jew to think of Palestine 
becoming as Arab as this country is Anglo-Saxon. Yet it weuld 
seem that something like that aspiration is still firmly fixed in the 
minds of certain Arabs in what we fondly think of as the Land of 
Israe). 


The lea. 


THE report presented to the last annual meeting of the Ica 
of the work of the previous year, shows not a little accomplished 
in the way of charitable colonisation. To be sure, the efforte made 
by the Association have been subjected to set-backs from which ite 
settlements could not escape, since the set-backs were general to the 
countries in which the settlements were contained. This was 
notably, with cattle rearing in the Argentine: but it is gratifying to 
read that the colonists, by agriculture and dairy farming, were 
enabled to overcome to some extent the untoward conditions that bad 
arisen. In most other places the work of the Ica seems to flourish 
and the report gives good ground for hoping that, on the whole, ite 
activities may be regarded as of no small value. Its work in 
Palestine, however, does not appear to be in an encouraging 
condition. There the returns. from agriculture were very 
moderate. The income of the colonists has decreased considerably, 
and only few were able to fulfil their obligations to the Ica in the 
matter of the annual repayments The best that the report can 
Bay about the prospect is that “there is no need for despair,” 
and chiefly because those responsible for the re port hope that ont 
of the evil good mav come in the shape of lessons to the colonists 
as to the way they should go. Considerable progress, we are to'd, 
Las been wale in anxiliary branches of agriculture; but, as every 
one knows, itselfis vital there as inevery country. Only 
with the success of agriculture, too, can Jewish hopes be realised and 

a Jewish National entity comeinto being. The report places great 
shies by “intensive agricuiture”’ in Palestine, but it is always a 
question ae to how far the land will stand production at high pressure. 
In more than one instance where intensive agriculture has been 
applied, the land has early become exb: susted of its fertility. That, of 
course, is dependent upon the extent of the © intensiveness. sub it 
is a point that must be borne in mind when intensive agriculture is 
invoked. For one thing. we may be sure that the rest of the Colonies 
in Palestine are affected in the same way as are the Ica Colonies 
and the lesson is. if. as the Ica declares, the trouble be the irregularity 
of the winter rains and the insufficiency of the spring rains, that 
the great work to be done there is to counteract this deficiency by 
artificial means... The:labours that in various ways are proceeding 
in «6that )6direction are thus the most important that can be 
undertaken. 


A Notable Conversion. 


GEORG BRANDES is the last of the great men of Jewish birth 
who, baving throughout their lives been estranged from Jews and 
Judaism, have returned through sympathy with Jewish National 
aspirations. From more than one point of view, it is disconcerting 
to find Zionism the sole Jewish idea able to regain for Judaism one 
who bas so far strayed from its folds. Our religion, our literature, 
our great and glorious world-mission, all these, or any of these, 
ought to be-suflicient to bind the child of Israel to bis own, or, 
indeed, for the regathering of thestraggler. BRAND&s complains that, 
despite his efforts on behalf of Jews, he has been treated 
at the hands of our people with contumely and disregard. 
Is it surprising that when one, aJew, proves himself so dark of sou! as 
to feel attracted to anything else but that which is Jewish, a feeling 
of contempt, though it be merged with pity, is aroused in Jews? 
Even now that BRanbDis comes to support and approve of the Jewish 
National Movement, he does 60 in a spirit of aloofness curiousiy 
reminiscent of one of the four sons ofthe Hugadah, who’ excluded " 
himself. He speaks of the Jews’ but never of “ us Jews,” and he 
seems throughout to be impelled, not by the moral justice of the 
Jewish National claim, not by its ethical value, nor its human right, 
but by the gibes of anti-Semitism and the pin pricks of our people's 
enemies. Still, the apologia which he contrihuted to the, Jewish 
Forum, of New York, and which we reprint in another column, marks 
a notable conversion. For we may be sure that the Jew who has 
spiritually starved in the wilderness of nothingarianism to such 
an extent as hardly to wish to be known as a Jew, finding in 
Zionism a Jewish platform’ which he~feelse compelled to~ tread, 
will go further towards re-assimilation with the people whom he had 
so long iguored and even the faith which he had so long forgotten, 
if he in fact was ever acquainted with it. And BraNpes in the 
course of his statement says more than one notable thing. He 
realises that he was called a Jew only when the epithet was applied 
in an abusive way, and that fact has to be linked to his observation 
ge to the rise of anti-Semitism im every country. To all 
this, he says, the nearest answer at hand is for the Jew to 
establish a country of his own, He secs how this—aund 
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alone—can solve the Jewish problem, so far as that problem 
is involved with anti-Semitism or any of its implications. Because 
“Jewish prestige. wil! be considerably strengthened when every- 
body sees that a great part of the Jewish people is occupied with 
productive work on its own soil, and is fulfilling all the duties 
which an independent national life makes obligatory upon a national 
community.” In other words, the Jewish problem is the raising of 
the Jewish National status, or of the status of the Jewish people ; and 
for that purpose, as Branpes shows, it is essential that the Jewish 
people should possess its own soil, should live an independent 
Jewish life as a national community. Taoose are the typ objectives 
of Zionism, which, it bas always seemed to us vitawshou!ld be 
ronstantly kept before the eyes of Jews on the ome hand, and all the 
world on the other. 


The New “ Undesirables.” 


Tue Cuter Rares visit te Liverpool was by all accounts 
a singularly successful undertaking. Dr. Hertz and his good 
lady who accompanied him, were received everywhere with unfail- 
ing evidences of welcome born of appreciation and respect. Dr, 
Hentz has-had a great deal to overcome during his career as Chief 
Rabbi, in order to get into the minds of bis flock that he is not 
the best spiritual guide, who invariably utterg smooth sayings. Like 
his predecessor, but perhaps without his inimitable power of gilding 
the bitterest pill, Dr. Hertz occasionally is compelled to say 
some very ugly truths and, when he does, they well forth 
from him with the incoutinence of zeal, directness, and courage 
which are his sure charactéristics. Thus, at Liverpoo!, he did not 
mince words about the class of Jew, the “so-called better Jews,” 
who send their children to Public Schools, there to receive New 
Testament instruction and Christian up-bringing, and without 
any Jewish education at all. He denounced these people as 
“ undesirables "—undesirable not only to Jews but also to non. 
Jews, “a disgrace to the Jewish name and a danger to non-Jews,’ 
because, as the CHIEF Rana rightly said, “religious conviction 
is the rock upon which character is built.” It is interesting to 
observe how it is precisely that class that has been wont to 
look down upon and despise our poorer brethren, seeking by resid- 
ence on these shores the means for saving themselves trom an 
intolerable existence, and who call them “ undesirables,’ to whom 
the Cuier RABBI now applies the reproachful term, Thus has the 
bird come home to roost!

@) everything and everybody in this world there is usually 


® superfiuity, but seldom of the right sort. It must he 

an exquisite rarity that so pleases everyone as to be 

recognised as just the thing, or the right sort. I say hig 
by way of preamble, because when the expression “the right sort” 
is employed, it must be accepted in its relative or comparative 
meaning. It was doubtless thus that one of our leading Ministers 
employed the words at the last meeting of the Council of Jews’ 
College. The Chief Rabbi had suggested that bursaries should be 
instituted, whereby some poor young men residing in the Provinces 
would be able to take a course of study ot Jews’ Cellege. The 
Minister in question demurred. He said that in his view 
it would mark admission to the College as a form of 
charity. And he proceeded to say that they were receiving 
applications for admission to the College from the wrong class, 
adding that -he objected to the idea that our Ministebs should be 
drawn from the class of those who have not. Another Minister 
supported his colleague in this contention, and reiterated the view 
that because the College is recruited from the sons of the poor, it 
was drawing its students not from the right class. 
came from a lay member of the Council, who agreed with the 
Minister but upon a different line. He said that the College was 
not receiving students of the right sort, because it was not 
obtaining those who were culturally English. Now, so far as that 
objection is concerned, it occurs to me, from what observation 
I am able to bring to bear upon the point, that it does not really 
depend upon tbe natal. origin of ‘any individual whether 
he is everything that is generally understood by culturally 
English, including his waving the Union Jack three times a day 
instead of his repeating the Shema that often. Further. it strikes 
me that a Jews’ College should prefer for its students those who are 


culturally Jewish rather than those who are culturally anything 
else. 


Further support 


But what was evidently at the back of the mind of the 


Minister—indeed, of the Ministers—who bewailed the lack 
of the right sort of student in the College, was the idea 
that the Ministry would be raised in status and the Ministers 


in glory, if sons cf wealthy people, themselves wealthy, took to the 
cloth. It is an old idea; it has been a popular one. 
however, that it is fallacious and grounded upon the merest 
veneer of thought. I hold, on the contrary, that it would be a 
disaster for the Ministry if there were anything like the rash of rich 
young men to Jews’ College that there is to the Stock Exchange or 
the Oil Market. The notion, of course, is—and there is.a good deal 
that is plausible to be said for it—-that if the children of the wealthy 
became Ministers, the profession would not be looked down upon, 
that those adopting it as a vocation would not be the-object of the 
bullying ignorance of any jumped-up parvenu who had managed to 
climb on his mone; bags into the Warden's box. It is thought 
that the adoption by wealthy young men of the Ministry as a 
calling would at once make it fashionable; and that thus many 
would be drawn to it, who now prefer to devote their abilities to 
other professions cr perbaps to trade. 


I am convinced. 


-These arguments, to be sure, sound cogent upon the face of 
them. But they seem to me to be deficient in essentials. The 
qualities which a Minister specially needs are precisely those 
in arich man. He needs 
just those ethical qualities which are inconsistent and 
incompatible with the selfishness, the 
purse-pride, which are well nigh inevitable with a man possessed 
of great riches. I can hear objection raised to this assertian, 
and the name of a man who, althou,b rich, abounds in pre- 
cisely the ethical qualities to which I refer. tn the first 
place, however, one swallow does not make a eummer,-and the 
exception often proves the rule. And in the next place, if [I 


were analysing the character and career of the man I have in mind, | . 


think I could show that he has missed real greatness, missed the full 
development of his remarkable spiritual endowments, missed the 
capacity for applying them completely, precisely because he was a 
rich man. That, however, by the way. Can there be any doubtthat if 
there be any particular fault with the Jewish Ministry, that does nof 
evince itself in non-Jewish Ministries, it is exactly because Jewish 
Ministers imagine they raise themselves a hand’s breadth by aping 
Some of them, just like 
the typical warden, cringe to the rich and bully the poor. Others

There is much to be said for the adjuration of a great teacher. 
howevermuch we may dissent from his religious doctrines—tbat those 
who would be Ministers to their fellow-menshould deplete themselves 
they need for cheir journey. There 
was a beautiful outburst imagery—lost I am afraid to 
many—when he exclaimed that it was easier for the camel 
to pass through the needles eye than for a rich man to enter 
into Heaven. The needle’s eye was the name of one of nuluberiess 
gates around ancient Jerusalem. and before the motor of the desert 
could pass through that lowly gate the merchandise it brought from 
afar on its back had to be unloaded, and even then the camel had 
to crouch down in order to enterthe needles eye.’ And if this be 
trué of the gaining of Heaven, surely it must be equally true of those 
who would lead others Heavenwards. Thanks be to a none too 
kindly Providence that watches over the destinies of Anglo-Jewry, 
we have. had no rich man hitherto invading our Ministry. 
Our Ministers have been almost without exception poor 
men—poor men materjally, but not infrequently men rich 
in spirit. A Minister I recollect did leave a considerable sum 
at his death, but he had been very careful all his life to 
hide the mere suspicion of riches. It is the vocation we 
have tothink about, and not the individuals who adopt it, and ican 
conceive of nothing worse than that the spirit, the moral stamina, the 
ethical standard, the idealism, the unselfish zeal, the love of God, 
the love of His creatures, the doing good to al), the performing of 
His will, should be contaminated with the dross of gold. For it is of 
these things that the calling of the Ministry is made up—and 
that it should be judged by the standard of the average weaithy 
man among us ought to be unthinkable. If a man possess qnalities 
which will enable him to employ his powers for the purposes ofa 
true Ministry, if the words of his mouth echo the toneof soul such a” 
man willbe endowed witb, we will get the right sort,even though his 
pockets be empty of money and his possessions be no more than the 
great gifts—greater I cannot think of—which are the ones essential 
for the proper performance of the duties of a Jewish Minister. I¢ 
will be a sorry day for Judaism when Cash becomes the nexus 
between the Jewish pulpit and the Jew.

Dra. EUGENE FUCHS (Berlin). 

urred suddenly ia Beriin last week, in bis sixty-eighth 
of Justice, Dt. Eugene Fuehs. The deceased 
was well-known throughout the country as a jurist, and was the author 
of a number of books on German law. He was one of the founders 
and for many years Chairman of the Central Uasion of German Citizens 
of the Jewish Faith. At the fonera!l, the legal profession i rlin was 
largely represented. 


Dr. PAUL WEISENGRUN (Vienna). 

Dr. Paul Weisengrun, whose death, in his fifty-fifth year, has jast 
occurred in Vienna, was a well-known writer on philosophical and 
sociological problems. Born in Jassy, be was educated at Leipzig 
University. The deceased took a deep interest in the Zionist Move- 
ment, having been one of the earliest supporters of Dr. Herz’. He was 
at one time an ardent member of the Vienna Zionist Organisation, but in 
recent years his health had prevented his taking any active part in the 
Movement. 


Mr. LEWIS HART (Montreal). 


Mr. Lewis A. Ilart, whose death has occurred at Montreal in his 
seventy-sixth year, was a grandson of Aaron Hart, who went from 
England to Canada in 1760 with the British troops under the command of 
General Haldimand, and later settled in Three Rivers. The deceased 
had a remarkably brilliant college career, and became a notary at the 
early age of twenty-two. A member of the Sephardic Synagogue, of which 
his father, Capt. Alexander Hart, was one of the founders, Mr. Hart served 
as President in 1891. He was also at one time President of the Baron dea 
Hirsch Institute and the Hebrew Benevolent Society. "le frequent 
contributor to the Press, and was the author of a bo-. entitied “a Jewish 
Reply to Christian Evangelists.” 


Mr. JOHN HERSHFIELD (Glasgow). 


Mr. John Hershfield passed away at Glasgow on the 25th ult. He 
was one of Glasgow's oldest Jewish citizens, having emigrated to this 
city over sixty years ago. He was the founder of the Glasgow Jewish 
Boys’ Brigade, now incorporated with the Glasgow Cadets, in the year 
1902. He was one of the original founders of the Lord Rothschild Lodge, 
Grand Order of Israel, and held the position of Treasurer for close upon 
twenty years. In business he was associated for close upon fifty years 
with a firm of ship painters. He is survived by his wife and an only 
daughter. He had been a member of Garnethill Synagogue since the 
day it was formed.—.From Mr, J. RosensLoom (Hon. Secretary, Lord 
Rothschild Lodge, G.O.1.). 


By the death of John H. Hershfield, the Glasgow Community has lost 
one ofits oldest residents. About twenty-five years ago, he founded the 
beottish Jewish Boys’ Brigade, which many years afterwards was 
affiliated to the Jewish Lads’ Brigade Provincial Units, of which he 
became Honorary Captain. The deceased had been in indifferent health 
for a number of years, and was, therefore, unable to take any active 
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interest in the Movement of which Se was so proud. Many “Old boys ” 
will always be grateful to him for his kindly interest. The memories of 
the yearly camps he organised on the Ayrshire Coast, have gone with 
them to all parts of the world. His gentieness and the result of his 
earnest work will always remain to remind us of him. Our heartfelt 
Sympathy goes out to his widow, daughter, and relatives, who mourn his 
loss.—F rom Coy.

THE LATE Rapat Dr. LEOPOLD LOEWENSTELN (Mosbach). 
A TRIBUTE. 


Only four weeks ago he celebrated his eightieth birthday, compara. 
tively strong and fresh in body and mind, and lovers of Jewish learning 
hoped that Dr. Loewenstein would be spared for yet a number of years. 
Bat it was not to be. On Sunday, the i6th of December, he passed 
peacefully away in the town of Mosbach. It is not as Rabbi alone that he 
will be missed, but as one of the most noted of Jewish scholars and 
historians. In the history of the sixteenth to nineteenth centuries, it is 
no exaggeration to say that he was a recognised authority. His first 
work in book-form : “ The History of the Jews on the Bodensee,” appeared 
in 1379, and*since that time he bad been an indefatigable worker. The 
results of his researches were published in books and in periodicals like 
the Israeclit, Geiger's quarterly, Zeitschrift f. Gesch. dud. in Dentsech. 
land, etc. For some years he published valuable contributions to 
Jewish history in a supplement to the /sraelit, called Blutter fiir dud, 
Geschichte, he being the editor of this supplement. Among his 
other works are: “ History of the Jews in the Kurpfalz” (1495}, “The 
biography of Nathaniel Weil” (1898), “Index to Geronde's Toledoth 
Gedoleh Israel” (Zeitsehr. f. Lebr. Bibl, vol. xvil., 1914), “ History of the 
Jews of Firth” (Jahrb. d. Lit. Ges. Frankft. vol. vi. viii. and x. (ibid. 
vol. xiv., 1921). Oaecf his greatest achievements was the publication 
last year (1925) of “ Clave’s Approbiationum,” or a list of all approbations 
ever given by Kabbis for the publication of Hebrew Books. Last 
year the financial position in Germany was very critical, and it 
seemed that the publication ofthis work would be impossible. Itis dus 
chiefly to the efforts of the Chief Rabbi, Dr. Hertz, that the book was 
published. ‘The author himself wrote the book, some 300 pages, in a 
wonderfully clear writiag;: this was photographed, and only the 
title-pages are printed. The pity is that the writing is in German 
characters, and cannot easily be used by psople who do not 
know that writing. He left some works in manuscripS ready for 
printing, and it is to be hoped that they will be published, as 
everything he wrote bas become a standard work in Jewish literature. 
For his activities in social and charitable matters he was decorated with 
the Zibringer Liwen Orden® by the Grand Duke of Baden, and the 
town of Mosbach presented him with its Freedom. For many years 
he took an active interest in the sanatorium for diseases of the 
chest at Nordrach, founded by M. A. Rothschild, as Chairman of the 
Managing Committee. Thus, De. Loewenstein combined Jorv with 
Derech Fret: («enowledge of the world), and of him it may truly be said: 
MINS? HO T¥ VD? the memory of the Righteous will be a Blessing '—From 
Dr. DUSCHINSKY. 


Privy COUNCILLOR RICHARD WITTING, a brother of the famous 
author and publicist, Maximilian Harden, has died at LDerlin. The 
deceased, who had been baptised, was at one time Mayor of Posen, and 
was for mapy years a personal friend of theex-Kaiser.

CCX1IX.—Some Biblical Trifles. 


My Desr Cousin, 

It is an old habit of mine to jot down all manner of notes inthe margin 
of my Hebrew Biblio, an ancient tome which has been in my possession for 
more years than I care to recall. The volume lends itself to this manner 
of treatment, for it is about the same size as the ordinary Authorised 
Version, and though the textis small it is clear. 

The book was in my hand again the other evening, and! received 
much pleasure reviewing the notes and comments which had accumulated 
in the margin. I do not suppose that any of them are new. How could 
they be, seeing that the Bible bas been commented upon,’in all languages, 
more perhaps than any other extant volume in the world? Nevertheless, 
they interested me so much that | thought that perhaps you also might 
care to be informed of some of the marginal comments. I turned over the 
pages at random, and as a point caught my eye I jotted it down for your 
information. 

Here is the fortieth chapter of Isaiah, the Hd bhtara for IONS Naw 
The third verse has given a popular expression to the English language— 
a voice crying in the wilderness. Certainly the original bears this 
translation. But in all probability that is not what the author intended to 
convey. ‘There is clearly 4 parallelism in the verse, in accordance with 
the character of ancient Hebrew poetry. My note suggests 

NTP np: The voice cf one calling : 
ATT JAI WSS: In the wilderness prepare ye the way of 
the Lord; 

Mw". In the desert make plain a path for our God. 
I observe that the Jewish translators of America have adopted ithis 
division of the text, as the Revised Version did before them, though the 
latter retains as an alternative the old translation—a voice crying in tis 
wiiderness. 

My eye next lights on the story of Elijah being fed by ravens. The 
Hebrew in the seventeenth chapter of First Kings (verse four) has the 
word S°25Y. which may indeed denote ravens, but also, and with equal 
likelibood, merchants who cross the desert, i.¢, Arabians. Ifmy memory 
serves me aright, this is the interpretation of the passage which is found 
in the Talmud, and it presents in a perfectly normal light what bas 
hitherto been regarded asa miracle. The American Jewish translators 
retain the ravens. 

A rather attractive translation of a passage in the Book of Zechariah 
is my next find. The prophet is moved to deliver a message of hope to 
bis people. Israel should be a blesging, and Jerusalem a city of old and 
young, serving the Lord in truth and righteousness. The prophet directs 
th»ir conduct. “These are the things that ye shall do: speak ye every 
man the truth with his neighbour; execute the judgment of truth and 
peace in your gates; and let none of you devise evil in his heart against 
his neighbour.” Itis evident that the prophet values social righteous- 
ness. but his message is not yet complete. The new age of his vision 
should see the national fast days turned into feasts. “The fast of the 
fourth month, and the fast of the fifth, and the fast of the seventh, and 
the fast of the tenth, shall be to the house of Jadah joy and gladness and 
cheerful seasons ; therefore love ye truth and peace,” The words in italics 


are the rendering of JANN eso MYON". and no one can quarrel with it. 
But my note suggests, “if only you love truth and peace.” The conversion 
of sorrowful days into glad seasons is thus made dependent on loving 
truth and peace, a suggestion which seems to be in accord with 
Zechariah'’s character, and one also which fixes a goal for human conduct. 
if only Jews love truth and peace, the fast. days in their calendar will 
eventually disappear. The suggestion appeals immensely. | 

The first chapter of Exodus describes the position of Israel in Egypt, 
laying stress on their fruitfulness—they “ were fruitful, and increased 
abundantly, and multiplied, and waxed exceeding mighty; and the land 
was filled with them.” 
note ; I cannot recall whether it is based on Ibn Ezra or on a Midrash. 
“The land was filled with them "—how? They were to the fore every- 
where- at concerts, first-nights, public and private places of amusement ; 
wherever there was something on, there they might be found in the van. 
They led fashion and movements : they were the architects of progress. 

The explanation sounds like Ibn Ezra. What a wag he was! I 
wonder if he was describing his contemporaries in Spain. 

Sometimes an alternative reading of the original text throws a flood 
of light on difficult passages in the Bible’ Well do I remember one man 
whose capacity in this connection was nothing short of genius. His 
Bame was Ebrlich, and I believe he ended his days in New York. The 
man looked at a passage, and had his enfendation ready immediately. I¢ 
seemed to come to him ina flash. An instance comes to*my mind—the 
famous passage in the third chapter of Job (verse 17), which describes the 
stiliness of the grave. “There the wicked cease from troubling, and 
there the weary are at rest.” I have often wondered at the reference in 
the first haif of the verse to the wicked. Why should the wicked cease 
fcom troubling? And what becomes of the parallelism—the wicked and 
the weary? Ebrlich suggests the reading S°W", the poor, those who 
have to slave for their living, instead of S°YW. the wicked. This 
emendation makes plain sense and maintains the parallielism— there the 
— of the earth cease their grinding toli, and there the weary are at 
rest. 

Let me take another instance. In the twentieth chapter of second 
Samuei there is the story of the rebellion against David of Sheba ben 
Bichri, who was chased by David's men. In his flight ‘‘he went through 
all the tribes,of Israel unto Abel, and to Beth-Maacah, and all the 
Berites for we read i.¢., all the 
Bichrites, the suggestion is illuminating. The Bichrites, being of the 
Clan of Bichri, might be ex pected to follow bim. 3 


On these last six words I have an interesting - 
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The so-called Christological passages in the Bible depend for the 
specifically Christian interpretation on the flimsiest of evidence. I shai! 
take two by way of illustration. Missionaries among Jews ‘r@ generally 
ready with the second Psaim. They trot out "3 5>y, shich they 
translate (as both the Authorised and the Revised Versions have it) 
“Kiss the son.” Who the son is, is obvious. But Ibn Ezrajsuggests that 
?PwWs is from a root which means “to arm oneself,” and he translates 
“gird the man with a weapon.” There is no gainsaying that this is a 
possible rendering; the American Jewish translators have “do homage 
in purity.” Ia any event, the missionaries build on sand if they rely on 
“ Kiss the son.” 

Nor are they any more successful with the fifty-third chapter of 
Isaiah. “ He was wounded for our transgressions, he was bruised for our 
iniquities; the chastisement of our peace was upon him; and with hi: 
stripes we were healed. There is no need to expatiate on the importance 
of the words in italics for the Christian doctrine of atonement. Un. 
fortunately for that doctrine I7°SMNS1 may quite well be taken to mean 
“and in his company,” from 3M a fellowship or society. This is the 
more likely as the text bas IM13M3" and not "M™3M3". 

One more emendation--again, as I think, to improve the text. Who 
does not know the 137th Psalm—‘“ By the waters of Baylon?” Therein 
occurs the verse well known wherever Jews are to be found: If 
I forget thee, O Jerusalem, let my right hand forget her cunning — 
JNSWN SN. The play on the words is obvious 
But does it give a satisfactory meaning? Graetz, among otbers, did not 
think so, and suggested another reading, by transposing the letters. He 
would read let my right hand wither away, from 
to become lean, and one must admit that this is an improvement. 

In conclusion, a curious problem from the Book of Ruth. In the 
second chaptcr (verse 14) Ruth is described as sitting beside the reapers 
at their mea!, “and they reached her parched corn, and she did eat (a0 
the Jewish American translators). But the Hebrew has distinctly 
he reached her. [have often been puzzled by this 
discrepancy ; the Revised Version has they in the text, and /ie in the 
notes. Mr. Herbert Adler, in his Pentecost Machcor, translates correctly, 
“he reached her.” Perhaps there is no one accepted or reliable text of 
the passage. 

Let these selections suffice for to-day. 
be amply rewarded for my pains.

The Jews of Western Europe, whospeak Danish. Freneb E 
German have, as a rule, since they were granted equal aa with 


other inhabitants of the respective 
countries, considered themselves 
to be plain Danes, Frenchmen, 
Englishmen, and Germans. Even 
when they possessed religious con- 
Victions, their national standing 
remained intact. 

My convictions were derived 
from Spinoza—and he was not only 
despised by the Chribtians but had 
also been expelled from the Syna- 
gogue. 

So it happened that I felt 
myself to be a Jew only when 
this epithet was applied in an 
abusive way, and this happened 
the very first day of my public 
career. 

I must have been involved in 
hundreds of literary controversies,

Jewish origin.

» tion was stil: sweeping over Europe. Jewish pupils were then not less 
esteemed in the schools, but in fact given preference, in an attempt to 
make amends for old wrongs committed against»them. Neither by 
teachers nor by fellow-pupiis was i ever molested in the least. Never 
had I personally regarded the Jewish people as a nation. 
I was of the same opinion as Renan, when, after having written his 
» book “ Le Judaisme” in the ‘eighties, in answer to anti-Semitic attacks, 
be explained that Judaism isa religion only, and could not be denoted by 
racial attributes. Renan pointed out how many non-Semitic elements 
had been admitted to the tribes; how the sews of Western Europe are 
partiy descended from the French, and that those of the East of Europe 
are descended from the Khazars, who about a thousand years ago 
accepted the Jewish religion. 
ms Renan explained further how the Jewish type had been influenced 
» by the life of the Ghetto. 
. In recent times, as I wrote in 1905, learned and sagacions research 
> students, as also the French writer Goldstein, proved the enormous blood 
' mixture of the Hebrew tribes in ancient ages. And these ethnographers 
» are inclined, in the main, not to count the Jews of modern times among 
), the Semitic races at all. The purity of the race is anyhow a phantom. 
- Even now I am fully convinced that there is no Jewish “ race.” 
¥ I have long fought the notion that the Jews are a nation, because 
">, under the term nation a gathered whole must be understood, and if 
. theroc ie no common nativity there should at least be a common language. 
» In the West of Europe, which | know well, the Jews are not united by a 
} common language, and in the Last of Europe, which I have visited, but 
> with which I am less acquainted, the Jews themselves are not agreed ag 
‘to whether, besides the prevailing language of their respective countries, 
Yiddish or Hebrew should be adopted as their medium of intercourse. 
- Even about the geographical position of their own land, the Zionists 
Swere for a long time not of the same opinion. When Herzl appeared in 
2896 hoe himself did not know whether Argentine or Palestine should be 
7 eng as the goal of immigration. As recently as 1905, when the 
‘British Government offered to cede Uganda to the Jews, it created 
»pewilderment among Zionists as to the acceptance of same. Some were 
ean favour, many were opposed to it. 
Besides, how unsafe was Palestine as an asylum during the reign 
of Abdul Hamid! It was to be feared that in case the Jews prospered 
‘there, the Mohammedans would treat them as the Kurds had treated the 
‘Armenians in the Ararat country. 

Just as an exodus from Ruesia appeared an imperative necessity 
before 1905, so it seemed favourable during the revolution in 1905, to 
remain in the country. 

These thoughts nevertheless have never kept me back from trying 
my utmost to appeal to public opinion as often as the Jews were being 
persecuted. About forty years ago, I raised my voice on behalf of the 
Raossian Jews, and several times thereafter on behalf of the Rumanian 
Jews. I was the first—not of French origin—also before Clemenceau and 
other noted Frenchmen, to fight for the innocence of Alfred Dreyfus. Six 
years | devoted to writing in behalf of his cause. Then I championed 
the cause of the Jews of Finland, and thereafter of those of Poland. 

This deprived me of much sympathy which I had previously enjoyed, 
having been uncommonly popular with the French, the Finns, and the 
Poles. Nevertheless, for over thirty years I have been persecuted by 
{} the Jewish press in @ifferent countries. Again and again the most stupid 
Seaccusations were advanced against me. As recently as 1914, when I 
Sevisited the United States of America, an anecdote went round the 
saanerican Jewish press that I had denied my derivation before a Russian 
sponeul. I never spoke with a Russian consal, neither did I ever write to 
much person. 

’ Seldom have I been mentioned ip Jewish publications without scorn 


mand hatred. Even my efforts on behalf of the Jews of Finland were 
mneered at by the Jewish press. 


les 


I must farthermore point out that very few can form @ correct idea of 
how difficult it is to intercede for “oppressed” Jews. On his travels, 
one meets mostly with non-oppressed Jews. 

Il wrote for the Ramanian Jews: the paper was forwarded to the 
Alliance Ieraclite in Paris for publication. Its appearance was frustrated 
by the refusal to pay 150 france to the translator. I myself asked no 
payment whatsoever. The appeal was to be published ina great Austrian 
paper, to which in those days | frejuaently contributed. 

It was pigeon-holed. Later the excuse was made that there was too 
much material on hand. The reason obviously was some financial matter 
in connection with the Rumanian Government. 


In later years my comprebension of the Jewish question has become 
greatly changed. 

The Jews of Western Europe are, in my estimation, hardly to be 
considered. Only in Eastern Europe are Jéwish masses of people to be 
found in whom great creative power is dormant, and they bave a right to 
try to constitute themselves a nation on their own territory. 

This I did not understand twenty-two years ago, nor did | grasp ite 
significance. When Herz! sent me bis book, “The Jewish State,” he 
wrote asking my opinion. | answered him ina rather jocalar vein, citing 
the following anecdote - 

“Frederick Wilhelm 1\ of Prussia once asked the banker, Mendelssohn, 
what he thought of the idea of letting the Jews go back to Palestine. To 
this Mendelssohn answered, ‘1 would entreat to become ambassador from 
the new State to Berlin. ” 

Herzl was offended af this frivolous comment, and wrote me that I 
bardly knew what kind of company I had thereby joined. 

Since then much water has flowed into the ocean. 

Anti-Semitiem has swelled to enormous proportions everywhere. In 
every country the Jew is made to understand that he is not regarded a 
proper native. To this the answer nearest at hand is to found a country 
of bis own. 

Then it must be added that, curiously enough, though Judaism has 
not undergone any religious renaissance, a mighty pational enthusiasm 
has taken possession of the Jews. The Jews of Russia, Poland, and 
America show symptoms of developing a national renaissance. This 
movement has, in spite of my being 4 thorough cosmopolitan, my entire 
sympathy. It is jastified because it is deep-rooted and natural 

After having agreed upon Palestine as the goal for Jewish colontsa. 
tion, and after the idea has been approved by several governments, 
Zionism seems assured of a future. 


Up to the year 1914 there were no people’ nearer to my 
heart than the Poles. Very few people, also, have shown me personally 
so much sympathy. It was, therefore, a heavy sacrifice that duty 
prescribed for me when, in 1914, | feit obliged publicly to denounce the 
behaviour of the Poles towards the Jews. I was naive enough 
to believe that the Polish press, which was acquainted with my intense 
sympathy for the Poles, would pay consideration te my Compiaint. itis 
one of the saddest experiences of my life that in a concern of such 
earnestness, only vulgarities were forthcoming by way of answer-—and 
the hateful demeanour of the l’oles towards the Jews has remained the 
same ever since. 

The Jews are fully entitied to have schools where the teaching is 
conducted in the Jewish language. and they have a perfect right to the 
administration of their own internal affairs. When they are in a 
position to deterMine their own destiny, they will—highly gifted as they 
are—be able to tackle those great problems with which bistory has 
entrusted them. 

Among these problems belongs the realisation of the Zionistic 
colonisation. 

The Jews will be given an opportunity to have a centre in Palestine. 
For apn appreciable space of time the Jewish commanity there will be 
too weak.te make use of its political influence, but this influence will 
grow daily. 

And it remains without question or doubt that the colonisation of 
Palestine will be an enormous moral support for all Jews scattered 
throughout the world. 

As a watter of course, the anti-Semites will be enriched with a new 
catchword. In every debate they will immediately make use of; “ Why 
don’t you go there, where you belong?” Well, never mind, if it comes 
to finding catchwords, the Jew-hater never runs short. 

Jewish prestige will be considerably strengthened when everybody 
sees that a great pait of the Jewish people is occupied with produc- 
tive work on its own soll, and is fulfilling al! the duties which an inde- 
pendent national life makes obligatory upon a national community. 


I have followed the beginning of the new Jewish life in Palestine 
with the greatest interest: The founding of the colonies; the creation of 
the modern Jewish districts in Jaffa and Haifa; the rise of the Hebrew 
school system and the fostering of a new Jewish Art and Literature, and 
{ have no doubt that ali these will develop and increase so enormously, 
that they will make themselves effectively felt far beyond the borders 
of Palestine. 


King Hussein and Great Britain. 
A VEILED THREAT. 

King Hussein of the Hedjaz, in Arabia, has (according to Keuter's 
Mecca correspondent) addressed a long message “to the noble British 
nation ” in the course of which he refers to the “injustice meted out” to 
the Arabs, and indulges in a veiled threat of reprisais. 

King Hussein says that during the war he responded to the call of the

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British Government because he believed in the mutual material and moral 
benefits that would result therefrom. “I was then,” he says, “ absolutely 
convinced that we were fighting on the side of the noble British nation as 
a whole, and for ite honour, and not on the side of a few individuals. 
My participation, together with my people, continued to the end, and 
until the dark clouds threatening a religious warin the East, of far-reaching 
comsequenses, cleared away. For these reasons I call the attention of 
the British pation to what has been the lot of their Allies, the Arabs 
who still consider themselves to be their Allies while real Allies are 
scanty. Their unity has been torn to pieces; their countries disinte- 
and occupied.” 

King Hussein goes on to express the surprise of the Arabs at the 
treatment accorded to them, and desires to explain their position to the 
British people “lest any blame may be attached to tnem (the Arabs) in 
the event of their taking other means to ward off this great bumiliation 
which darkens their glorious history, irrespective of ali consequences.” 
“TI am not threatening,” he adds, “ but reminding.” 


Sir Herbert Samuel, Sir Gilbert Clayton, and Sir Ronald Storrs are 
to confer with King Hussein and the Emir Abdullah at Amman. The 
King of Irak will not attend the meeting. 

The local Arabs (says the Times correspondent) are mistakenly 
attributing to this meeting considerable importance in relation to Palestine ; 
but the British authorities confess themselves uncertain as to the real 
motive which has prompted King Hussein to journey from Mecca, apart 
from a probable indirect reference to the coming conference at Koweit on 
the subject of the boundaries of the various Arabian States. 


Progress in Palestine. 
MR. SOKOLOW’S ENCOURAGING VIEW. 


Under the auspices of the English Zionist Federation a meeting was 
held at the Shoreditch Town Hall on Wednesday night in connection with 
the campaign for the Keren Hayesod. The Kev. J. K. GOLDBLOOM 
presided. 

The CHAIRMAN welcomed Mr. Sokolow's return after his recent 
indisposition. He said that since the Keren Hayesod work in England had 
been handed over to the English Zionist Federation a good start had 
been made, and in the first month £900 bad been handed over. 

Mr. SOKOLOW aaid that be had expected be on his way to South Africa, 
where it had been arranged that he should undertake a tour on behaif 
of the Keren Hayesod, but recent political events in England had rendered 
it necessary that he should remain here to watch developments. They 
were sure that no change Of Government in England would alter the 
policy which had been laid down in the Palestine Mandate. Continuity 
was the feature of England's foreign policy, whatever changes occurred 
in home politics. The Palestine Mandate was not regarded as a party 
matter, and they could build on it as on»a solid rock. A great deal 
depended, however, on the manner in which it was interpreted. It was 
necessary, therefore, that they should ‘‘stand by” and guard carefully 
the principles which they understood to be embodied in the Mandate. 
He had always insisted on the fact that they had by no means ended 
their political work, which really they were only just beginning. But 
they had to guard against indulging in the sort of politics which were 
indulged in, for instance, by certain Balkan peoples reawakening to 
pational life. These “ politics” were indulged in in place of real con- 
structive activity. He did not feel any alarm at the amount of opposition 
which the building of the Jewish National Home was encountering. It 
was a sign of progress, a sign that Frefs Yisrael was something to be 
reckoned with. There was great talk by their opponents of “ majority” 
and “minority” in Palestine. But Zionist work there could not be 
estimated merely on a numerical basis. If electric light now 
liuminated the houses and streets of Jaffa and Tel-Aviv it was 
due to the despised ten per cent. If in the quondam malarial 
Jordan valley flourishing settlements now existed where previously 
no one would venture, it was due again to the ten per cent. 
if motor-cars now rolled over splendid roads that were once mere 
camel tracks it was due once more to those “ parasites.” (Cheers.) The 
man who had transformed California, Prof. Mead, who had been invited 
to inspect their agricultural work in Palestine had, in his preliminary 
report, predicted a brilliant future for the country. Tobacco plantation 
was already a great success, and valuable experiments were being made 
with resinous plants. The Jewish National Library was becoming a great 
institution. Soon they would have a University in Jerusalem, where 
the Jewish genius, at present scattered and exiled, would be concentrated, 
and would be able to shed its lustre over the whole world. 

Mr. ISRAEL CoHEN, General Secretary of the Zionist Organisation, 
gave some particulars of the expenditure of the Keren Hayesod- in the 
two and a half years up to September, 1923. During that period £995,000 
had been raised, and had been expended on twelve objects, as follows: 
(1) Agriculture, £225,000; (2) Education, £222,000; (3) Immigration, 
£145,000; (4) Investments (the Rutenberg Scheme, etc.), £100,000; (5) 
Public Works, £52,000; (6) Sanitation, £72,000; (7) National Organisation 
£45,000; (8) Administration, £39,000 \representing only 4 per cent. of the 
total expenditure); (9) Mizrachi, £26,000; (10) Jewish National Fund, 

20,000; (11) the Haifa Technical College, £11,000; (12) Trade and 
ludustry, £4,000. |

ANNUAL CONVENTION AT NEWCASTLE. 


The Annual Convention of the Order of Ancient Maccabeans was heid 
on Tuesday end Wednesday of last week at the Crown Hotel, Newcastle. 
on-Tyne. Bro. I. M. Sieff, Grand Commander, presided. 

Cablegrams of good wishes were received, among others, from Dr, 
Weizmann, Lord Balfour, and Sir Alfred Mond. 

Bro. J. J. Rassman, Commander of the local Beacon, Welcomed the 
delegates, and the Grand Commander, in responding, moved that a 
telegram of congratulation be sent in the name of the Convention to Dr, 
Weizmann to mark the occasion of his fiftieth birthday. 

The reports showed that the membership of the Order was steadily 
increasing. 

The financial statement showed that the Order held £3,223 credit 
balance general fundsand £1,171 Zionist funds, making a total of £4,394. 

Resolutions were adopted regularising the position of the Order in 
relation to the Industrial Assurance Act, 1923. It was further decided to 
support the Jewish Friendly Societies’ Convalescent Home scheme. 

On the Tuesday evening a banquet was held atthe Heaton Assembly 
Rooms, in honour of the Convention. The Grand Commander presided. 

At the Wednesday morning's session, the Convention considered finan. 
ciai questions. The Central Benevolent Fund was put into operation and it 
was decided in principle that in the event of the price of the S/e/e! being 
reduced, no reduction sbould be made in the Zionist Dues, but that the 
balance be used for more effective propaganda. At the afternoon session 
it was decided that the Grand Council be empowered to enter into 
negotiation with the English Zionist Federation for arrangements to be 
made to ensure the maximum number of delegates to be elected from 
England to the Zionist Congress. 

On the motion of Bro. P. Eban (Belfast) seconded by Bro. A. Marka 
(London) it was decided that that the Order take a more direct and 
effective interest in the work of the Nationa] Fund. 

It was decided to arrange for the direct representation of the Junior 
Maccabean Sections on the Grand Council. A Superannuation Scheme 
was referred to the Grand Council. It was further decided to hold the 
next Convention in Glasgow. 

After the afternoon session, a civic reception was given at the County 
Hotel, the guests being received by the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress, 
and the Sheriff and Mrs. Lambert. 

The LORD MAYOR said that nothing gave him more pleasure than to 
welcome members of a race of peopie who had been good citizens in that 
city and throughout this country, and who bad taken a prominent part 
in securing the welfare of nations. Their great friendly society move. 
ment inculcated the spirit of independence which came of mutual pro- 
tection. They had ideals in their Zionist Movement which must compel 
admiration, because the first was the provision ofa country for their 
people, and what better than the country of their forefathers ? 

Responding to the welcome, the GRAND COMMANDER said that they 
realised that the sympathy of the Lord Mayor was not only accorded to 
them as Maccabeans, but thbough them to the larger Jewish community 
of this country, and even further still to the great Jewish National 
Movement, of which their Order was but a constituent part. 

Mrs. I. M. Srerr, on behalf of the Grand Council of the Order, 
presented the Lord Mayor with a framed certificate recording the 
factthat five trees had been planted in his name in the Maccabean Grove 
of the English Forest ()aar Anglia) in Palestine. After acknowledging 
the gift, the Lord Mayor received at the hands of Bro. J. J. Rossman, 
Commander of the Newcastle Beacon, a copy of the Jewish Prayer Book 
in Hebrew and English, suitably inscribed. 

Mr. M. TURNER SAMUELS, M.P., moved a vote of thanks to the civic

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


£1r,— Those who have followed recent developments in the upbuild- 
ing of Palestine will have divined the necessity for technical education 
op a considerable scale. 


Those who come to Palestine must quickly learn to become self- 
supporting, and the only way to achieve this in Palestine is to be master 
ofatrade. Thereis a superfiuity of candidates for the few posts that 
become vacant in the “black-coated” professions, such as clerks, 
accountants. and book-keepers, and there wil! be no need totrain men for 
these jobs for some years to come, at any rate. 
Even in the higher professions—doctors, lawyers, dentists, architects, 
engineers, etc.—there are more suitable men available than the country 
can absorb. Unskilled labour is available from both Jewish and Arab 
sources, and immigration will supply the demand in that direction as it 
arises. 
What, then, is required’ Of course, skilled agriculturists are in 
demand, but some provision to supply that need already existe, and 
other measures are in hand to improve matters. 
Itis foremen and skilled artisans in certain branches of industry that 
are sadly lacking, principally the Building and Allied Trades and 
Engineering (civil, mechanical, and electrica)). 
To do this a Technical College or Institute is necessary, and, owing 
to a happy combination of circumstances, it is hoped that such an 
institution will be ready to open its doors in the spring of 1924. 
The building already exists as an imposing domed edifice on the 
slopes of Mount Carme!], and commanding a glorious view of the Bay of 
Acre. 
A Board of Governors has recently been formed in London to take 
charge of the opening and maintenance of the Institute, and thus make a 
beginning of building up in Palestine itself a class of young Jews who 
will, on completing their studies, easily find their place in the steadily 
growing economic life of the country. 
The Board of Governors consists of the following gentlemen: 
Sir Alfred Mond, President, Mr. Arthur Blok, Mr. Joseph Cowen, Mr. 
O. E. ad’ Avigdor Goldsmid, Dr. M. D. Eder, Dr. B. Feiwel, Dr. G. Halpern, 
Lt.-Col. H. J. Solomon, Dr. M. Soloveitchik, and Dr. Ch. Weizmann. 
The Board bave examined most carefully the financial requirements 
of the Institute. For the first year of its existence these take the form 
of recurring and non-recurring expenditure. For the former a sum of 
£4,000 has been estimated, and for the latter £5,000. Of this total of 
£7,000. as much as £5,500 is available, £3,000 having been voted by the 
Zionist Organisation. 
£1,800 has been donated by an individual benefactor, £700 is antici- 
pated as income from students’ fees and from the sale of water to a 
neighbouring suburb, derived from a well situated in the domain. The 
sum of £1,500 remains to be found in order to enable the Governors to 
Jaunch this undertaking, and they are appealing for support in this work, 
the importance of which it is difficult to overestimate. 
There are various ways in which help can be given: 
(a) by qualifying for a vice-presidentship with a donation of 200 
guineas to the funds of the Institute, or a giftin kind, equal in 
value, or an annual subscription of 10 guineas; 7 

(b) by becoming a subscribing member-—-through a donation of 100 
guineas to the funds of the lustitute, or a gift in kind, equal in 
value, or an annual subscription of 5 guineas ; 

(c) by a donation ; 

(a) by a subscription.

for the way be has endeavoured to keep us all ‘ up to the scratch,’ so that 
the Lectureship might be worthy: of his great fastitation aed of the 
University of which it forms part. One of the first results of the success 
of Mr. Doniach’s classes has been the recognition of Modern Hebrew as 
an optional subject for matriculation. Our ’aim’ now jis to extend this 
recognition, so that Modern Hebrew may be a subject for an Arts Degree. 
We look forward to the time in the no distant future when a thesis on 
the various aspects of Modern Hebrew Literature may lead to the award 
of the M.A. or Ph D. degrees 
Need of Scholarships. 


“To attain this result.” Mr. Nassatisin went on to say, “it is abso. 
lutely necessary that scholarships, bursaries, research studentships, and 
prizes shou'd be awarded to attract further students and to render it 


possible for students of limited means to devote, themselves to higher . 


study in the subject. At the meeting held at the Schoo! of Oriental 
Studies a week or two ago, and presided over by Sir Stuart Samuel, a 
strong committee was appointed to proceed with this project. The 
Committee has already met, and [am able to outline what is proposed. 
It is intended to raise a sum of £10,000 over a period of five years. This 
would enable the University to offer the following awards in Modern 
Hebrew : two Scholarships’ value £50 each; one Travelling Scholarship 
tenable in Palestine (to be awarded biennially), value £100; twenty 
Bursaries valine twelve guineas each (to cover the sessional fee); ten 
Research Studentships valu3 five guineas each; and ten Prizes of 
like value. 


An Ambitious Scheme. 

“This scheme may sound ambitious, but the Committee felt thatit is 
both necessary and possible if the immediate needs are to be met. It is 
a long time since any large Jewish banefaction has bsen made to London 
University, and the community now has an opportunity of recognising the 
benefits which thousands of Jewish students have received from that 
great institution. The important point, however, is that students are 
available and waiting to take advantage of these awards. .As the 
Mandatory Power for Palestine, where Hebrew is an official language, it 
is important that Hebrew should be given the same status as the languages 
of India and other oriental portions of the British Dominions. Moreover, 
it is hoped that England will contribute to the stafflug of the Hebrew 
University of Jerusalem, and that very close relations may be set up 
between London University and the sister institution in Palestine. We 
Continued on next page. 


The Power of Association,

SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Epecially written for the Jewish Chrontols."’ 


“ And Joshua said unto the people, Behold this stone shell be » 
witness unto us; for it hath heard all the words of the Lord which 
He spake unto us ; it shalt therefore be a witness unto you, test ye 
deny your God.""—Joshua wriv., 27. | 


Joshua had led the psople of Israel over Jordan and into the promised 
land as far as Siechem. There he halted the nost for a most solemn 
ceremony. It would have been a poor and insignificant thing—this 
invasion of thcirs—-»snly like any restiess movement of one heathen tribe 
into the territory of another, unless they entered the promised country 
and begin their new career distinctly as the people of God. Therefore 
at Shechem Joshua makes them renew their sworn dedication to the 
Eternal. Aod when the people hai answered the voice of God with 
solemn promises of loyality, then Joshua sealed the whole ceremony 
with a picturesque and striking Ogure. Hs took a great stone, and set it 
up there under,an oak which was by the sanctuary of the Lord. [He 
said: “This stone bas heard what God has said; here it shall stard as 
witness to you les} you deny your Goi.” “You may forget,” he seems to 
say, “but this stone will never forget, it will never distort the voice it 
has listened to. When you need it for encouragement, and when you 
need it for rebuke, this stone which has heard whit God has said shal! b> 
here to utter for ever His unforgotten words.” 


All readers of the Bible know how common in its pages is this 
shople figure which Joshua employed—the figure which clothes an inani. 
mate and unintelligent object with perception and momory aud the 
power of utterance. It is the figure of a primitive and unsophisticated 
people, and seems to show how near they stand to nature. When 
Cain kills Abel, in the Book of Genesis, it is the actual literal blood of thc 
murdered man that takes voice and cries out from ‘the ground, so that 
God hears it up in Heaven. Waen Job tells the story of creation, he 
makes us hear the very “ morning ‘stars sing together in the sky.” Waea 
the sims Job asserts his integrity and justice, he calls upon the very 
earth that he has tilled to contradict him if he does not speak the truth - 
“If my land cry against me, or that the furrows thereof complsin, |. 
thisties grow insteal of wheat, and cockle instead of barley.” When 
David goes out into the morning sunlight, he hears the “ Heavens declare 
the glory of God.” When Habakkuk is denounving woes upon the 
covetous man, he makes their very houses speak and tell of the iniquity 
and cruelty which builéthem. “The stone’shall cry ont of the wall, and 
the beam out of the timber shall answer it.” And so Joshua, when he 
sets up his stone at Shechem, calls upon the people to endow it in 
their imaginations with the powers of hearing and of utterance. Crowded 
away under its hard substance lay the story and the Commandments 
which God had uttered. It had heard God speak. The words cf God 
were in if. 

Therefore this piece of picturesque history suggests to us the nature 
and value of association, of that power which gives to the c» ecta that 
surround mankind a sort of human character, and makes them voc.!l 
with messages of comfort and strength and rebuke. This is the rea! 


. Subject of our verse. Joshua's work was transformed by the power of 


association. Ooe hour it was a great dead stone, as silent and uninspiring 
as any other of the stones among which it lay. The next hour it had 
been taken up and separated from other stones, and became a sacred 
stone, a fountain of inspiration, a fire of poetry and life. It was the 
association with the solemn self-consecration of our fathers which had 
transformed it. And our aS$sociation is always the transforming ‘power. 
Out of our use of the power of association comes much of our best 
education and our deepest responsibility. 

One great value of this principle of association, which clothes the 
world with memories of human life, is that it keeps in mind and con. 
atantly asserts the centralness and rightful superiority of man in the 
world where he lives. The thinker in whom this principle is strong must 
always practically hold What man is the centre, that all else on carth 
exists for him. And without such a faith as that, all human experience 
seems to testify that man cannot live his best and fullest life. Theactual 
preservation of this sense of centralness lies very largely in the way in 
which man covers the earth with’ his associations, and makes the land. 
marks of nature take their best values from the stories which they 
have to tell bim. And not the landmarks of nature only; this power 
of association resides in so many of the things by which we are sur- 
rounded. The houses in which we live, where we have passed through 
s0 many of our life experiences, their very walls—may there not be said of 
them exactly what Joshua said of the stone he set upin Shechem: “ They 
have heard all the words of the Lord which he spoke unto you”? 
PyIN VPO jax It may be that in the house where you are living is the 
room where ou were born, and the voice of God is speaking to you from 
those walls within which your life began. Think of all the sacred asso- 
ciations which such a fact calls up. Or the room in which one dear to 
you suffered and died, or suffered and was, by God's mercy, restored to 
health, 332° JD 0°55). Or some piece of furniture therein. There is 
the Chanucah lamp round which you and your family bave assembled 
for many years to thank God for his deliverances, Maybe, it belonged to 
your parent before you, who used it as a living thing, whereas now it 
reposes in a cabinet, neglected and unappreciated. It “heard the voice 
of the Lord,” which He spake unto you in your youth, and now it “ bears 
witness unto you lest you deny your God.”

Fascist Anti-Semitism. 
Disowned by Mussolini. 


oder the above heading, the following article, from the 
Guardian's correspondent in Kome, appeared in last Monday 4 issue of that 
j-uroal 

A widely prevalent opinion is that Tasciam strong'y anti 
Semitic tendencies. The anti- Masonic attitude of the Fascists has cop.- 
tribated to strengthen this opinion, as well as their policy with regard to 
the Holy See. Those, egaio, who regard Semitieam as identical with 
Bolshevism and revolutionary tntcrnationali«m, feel the need of no farther 
argument in support of their contention that Fasciam, which seeks to exalt 
ali national aud apnti-revolutionary conceptions, must necessarily be 
anti-Semitic. 

This view has been held in an extreme form by the anti Semitle 
groups in Ramania, Hungary, Poland, and Bavaria: and the reader of the 
French organs of anti-Semitism-—for ope, (chain Gohter’a 
France—finds that the view is recrived with great favour in France as 
well. It has to be admitted that many Farci«t journals and reviews do 
everythi>s porsible to prove that PFasciem ix anti-Semitic. Signor 
Toeplitz, the managiog director of the Banca Commerciale Ialiana: 
Signor Treves, the ieader of the Keformist Socialists; and many other 
important personalities have been the subjects of the most unworthy 
suspicions and of the most infimous abue«e from lasciet journals, with 
continual reference to their Hebrew extraction. The liome 
Paese and the HKerrista di Milano have speciaiised io these attes 
fons, and the Riv sta is conducting a coatinucus campatiga agaiost 
Signor Toeplitz, the head of the greatest Onancial institution after the 
Banesa d'ltalia.

The Ica. 
Annual Report. 

The General Agsembly of the Jewish Colonisation Associetion wa 
held on December 15:h. Mr. F. Philippson presided. The following 1 
an abstract of the annual report, which covers the year 1922. 

The economic crisis, particularly in the cattie-trade, which atil 
prevails in the Argentine, has, naturally, affected the colonies of th 
Jewish Colonisation Association. In spite of that fact, however, encourag 
ing results have been achieved. Although cattie has had to be sold 1 
many cases at ridiculously low prices, fair profits have been made fron 
the sale of milk. The most profitable activity of the colonists has bee 
agriculture, and during the year there has been an increase of 31.1 
hectares (about 77,050 acres) in the area of ground cultivated. The Jewist 
population of the colonies has increased by 2,201. The Ica owns abou! 
300,000 acres of land just by the colonies, which are ready to be cultivated 
Every new immigrant family is given a plot of ground of about 35 acres 
together with a'l necessaries for colonisation. After a year the boidir 
is increased, and arrangements are made, by means of smal! yearly pas 
ments, for the colonists ultimately to own their land. Keligion c'asss 
were started in 1911, and 99 of these are now functioning. There ar 
5 214 pupils and 112 teachers. 

The two Brazilian colonies, at Q 1atro-Irmaos and Philippson, hat 
achieved good results. In the first-named there are %7i Jewish itnhal 
tants. The total yield of the crops has amounted to 21,313 dollars, 
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the coloniate possess cattle valued at 150,512 dollars. There are 22 
Jewish inhabitants of Philippson, in which poet is valued at 117,185 
dollare. About 5*5 acres of land are uo‘ler cultivation. 

The Ica colonies in Canada have bau a good harvest. but, in conse- 
quence of the low prices of cereals, receipts bave not, unfortunately, 
increased proportionately ; and the sale of cattle to the United States 
hae largely ceased, through the prohibitive customs duties. However, 
steady progress has been made, and the lifting of the British embargo 
sgainst Canadian cattic shonid have beneficial results. 

There has been a great development in the work of the Ica in Poland, 
which has been supported by the Joint Distribution Committee. rhe 
Association subventions 19 schools, which are attended by about two 
thousand pupils. It also maintains 160 credit banks. Nine hundred 
buildinys destroyed during the war have been rebuilt by the Ica. 

New shipments of coru and maize were made to Russia in 19.2. The 
Ica also opened a branch at Kieff, with the objec) of rendering direct 
aesiatance to the Ukrainian colonists. 

In Lithuania and Latvia, the activities of the Ica bave been restricted 
to the domain of professional teaching. In Rumania the Association 
gubsidises twenty schools attended by more than 5,000 pupils. In 
Bessarabia also it supports a number of professional! schools. 

The position of the Ica colonies in Palestine, says the summarised 
report, did not change appreciably during the year For the same reasons 
as ip the previous yvear— irregularity of the winter rains and the insufficiency 
of the epring rains—the returns from agriculture were very moderate. The 
income of the colonists has decreased considerably. and only few were albie 
to fulfil their obligations to the lea in the matter of the annual repayments. 
Neverthelese. there is no need for despair. The material difficulties against 
which the colonists are contending will probably have favourable results in 
the near futare. Their meagre resources will compel them to cut down their 

es expenditure, and to lead a more simple life better suited to their condition 
as peasants. The coloniste are beginning to uoderstand that to make good 
they will have to change their system ol! work. to live within their means, 
and produce themselves most of the articies they require. Consideratie 
progress has been made in the auxiliary branches of agriculture, cattle. 


breeding, dairy farming. poultry rearing, and bee keeping An interesting 
and encouraging experiment hase been made also in the direction of 
tobacco cultivation. If the resuits obtained proved to be general, this may 


be the solution of the problem of intensive cultivation, which has been 
engaging the attention of the Ica for years. Intensiveagricultare alone wiil 
make possible in Palestine a great extension of agricultural colonisation, by 
enabling the colonist to esetablieh himec!f on a «small plot of land witha very 
emalloutiay of money This will make possible, too, a larger number of 
to Palestine 


The Ica has collaborated with the High Commissariat of the League 


of Nations for the assistance of the Kussian refugees, and has assisted in the 
evacuation cverseas of about 2.009 of them. 


Federation of Ukrainian Jews. 
> 
Rev. L. Geffen to Leave for Rumania. 


The decision of the Federation to send a delegate to Ramania was 
eonsidered at a meeting of the Jewish War Victims’ Fund held recently. 
In view c! the urgency of the situation. it was resolved that such a 
delegate be appointed for the purpose of investigating conditions on the 
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spot, and reporting on the steps to be taken. The Rev. L. Geffen was 
asked to undertake this mission, provided that the Hon. Officers of the 
New West End Synagogue would grant bim leave ofabsence. It is under- 
stood that this permission has already been given, and Mr. Geffen will, 
therefore, shortly leave for humania. 

In view of the desperate nature of the situation in many parts of the 
Ukraine, it was resolved to recommend the Jewish War Victims’ Fund to 
grant the sum of £360 for the relief of the communities of Vradievka, 
Shirieva, Trostianetz, Biala-Zerkov, Kamentzkoja, and Charkov. This 
amount, it is understood, has already been granted in the names of both 
organisations.

Gift to Russian Intellectuals. 
Memorial on the Numerus Clausus. 


[From our Correspondent.) PARIS. 


The Allitnecs Ieraclite has placed at the disposal of the Moscow section 
of the Joint Distribution Committee, which is directed by Dr. Boris Bogen, 
a preliminary gift of 100,000 francs for the relief of Russian Jewish 
intellectuals. In allocating the relief, the “ Joint” will seek the co-opera- 
tion of the leaders of Kussian Jewish communities. 

The Alliance has submitted to the League of Nations Commission on 
Intellectual Co-operation, of which Professor Henri Bergson is President, 
and which met recently in Paris,a memorial relating to the numerus 
clausus law in Hungary and the restrictions in force against Jewish 
students in Poland and Rumania,

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sirk.—It was with feelings of pained amazement we learned that the 
proposals of the Special Committee on the question of granting tho franchise 
to women seatholders, which were submitted to the Council meeting of 
the United Synagogue on December 13th, had been defeated. Warm 
thanks are rendered to you, sir, for your spirited'advocacy of our cause in 
your columns, and to our supporters at the Council who fought so ably 
for a sane progressive policy. From the course of the debate it is clear 
that many of the representatives on the Council had failed to make them. 
selves conversant with the history of the movement, or with the resolutions 
to which their Boards of Management had already pledged themselves. 

The movement which already found supporters in 1914, had become 
80 widespread between the years 1914 and 1920 that it was deemed 
advisable to submit resolutions to all the Constituent Synagogues of the 
United Synagogue, urging that the franchise should be extended to women 
seatholders, and that representatives of synagogues, supporting the pro. 
posal, should take the necessary steps to carry outthe resolution, These 
resolutions were passed by the following thirteen synagogues : Bayswater, 
Brondesbury, Borough, East London, Hambro, Hammersmith, Hamp- 
stead, New West End, Great, Central, South Hackney, St. John’s Wood, 
and Stoke Newington. Of the remaining four synagogues, Brixton, 
Daiston, and North London did not find a mover for the two resolutions at 
the ciections, and only the New Synagogues definitely voted against them. 
If the representatives of the thirteen synagogues who voted in favour of 
the resolutions had maintained the views expressed by their fellow. 
congregants at the Council Meeting, the motion would have been carried. 


It is much to be regretted that the opportunity has been lost of 
granting a minimum privilege to women which in no way conflicts with 
orthodox practice. In fact it is not a religious question at all, as has been 
rightly pointed out. The insinuations and suspicions which have been 
expressed as to the “ thin edge of the wedge” are utterly unfounded. The 
sy nacogue franchise is desired by women to enable them to assist in its 
administration, and to take a responsible share in the life of the 
congregation.

Sir,—lI was astonished and disappointed when, on reading your report 
of the proceedings, I learned the decision arrived at by the Council of the 
United Synagogue on the question of giving the vote to ladies who are 
seatholders in their own right. lam taking advantage of the hospitality 
of your columns in making this statement, as it would appear from your 
report that one member who opposed the granting of the franchise implied 
that I wasin agreement with his views, whereas the reverse is the case, 
The Synagogue which I represent has, on several occasions, sent up & 
resolution from the general body of its members tothe Council advocat- 
ing women's suffrage, and I fully sympathise with the movement. 

Some of the speakers referred to alterations causing a “split” in the 
community ; but I submit that if the methods of the last meeting of the 
Council are to be continued it will not be a split, but a complete severance 
that will ultimately result. 

I hoped that the effects of a revision of the Act and scheme would 
result in greater freedom of action being given to local synagogues, which 
would help them in managing their own affairs to the satisfaction of their 
seatholders on all matters not affecting the principles and vital laws of 
oo yhen will our over-zealous, orthodox friends realise that by their 
actions they are yearly causing hundreds of the rising generation to drift 
away from our synagogues, some to go to the more advanced organisations 
of our community, while others become nothingarians.

RETIREMENT FROM JEWS’ FREE SCHOOL. 


A dinner in honour of Mr. Michasi Davis, on the occasion of hig 
retirement from the post of Vicé-Head Master at the Jews’ Free School, 
was given by the O!d Pupils at the Connaught Rooms on Wednesday 
evening. Dr. 8. BRODETSKY, M.A., presided. 

In proposing the toast of “ Our Honoured Guest,” Dr. Brodetsky said 
that one of the outstanding features of ghetto life, and of modern English 
life, was the low standing of the teaching profession. No profession 
showed such devotion to duty, which was, bowever, largely unrecognised. 
Mr. Davis had put within his (the speaker's) grasp those opportunities 
that were the glory of English education, and he was ever conscious of 
his debt of gratitude to his old school, his teachers, and particularly to 
Mr. Davis. Their guest bad served the Jews’ Free School for over haifa 
century, and something like 2,000 boys had passed through (and no doub@ 
felt) his hands. That occasion was unique in the annals of the School, 
which had made many generations of good Englishmen and good Jews. 
Dr. Brodetsky then presented a gold watch and chain to Mr. Davis 
on behalf of the old pupils. 

Mr. MicHAEL DAVIS, who received an ovation, said that he had always 
endeavoured to act up to the motto, “Once a pupil, always a friend.” 
He bad met o]4 boys of the Jews’ Free Schoo! in all classes of society ; 
and he felt convinced that one need never feel ashamed of being a Free 
School boy. At the Free Schoo), Judaism was taught as a live thing, and 
the boys lived in a real Jewish environment. He had never believed 
very much in the cane as an instrument of education, but some of his 
rough diamonds had had to be cut before they were polished. (Laughter). 

In proposing the toast of “The School,” the Rev. MICHAEL ADLER 
said that its record was one of which all of them could be proud. It first 
came into existence in the year 1417, arising out of a Talmud Torab, which 
dated back to 1770. In 1817, the then Chief Rabbi, Dr. Herschell, 
had conceived the ideaof combining Hebrewand English education ; and 
four years later the present site had been taken. It then had accommoda- 
tion for 600 boys and 300 girts. Fifty years later the number of pupils 
had grown to over 2,000, and at one time there were as many 
as 3,600. The predominant feature of the work of the school lay in 
Anglicising East End Jewry, and in forming characters based on Jewish 
tradition on an English pattern. Evidence of its success had been seen 
in the war, when hundreds of old Jews’ Free School boys had brough$ 
credit and honour on the whole Jewish community. He paid a tribute 
to the memory of the late Mr. Moses Angel, the man who had literally 
made their school. The curriculum might change, but the spirit 
animating those directing the schoo! itself remained ever the yame. 

The toast was replied to by Mr. M. HyMAN Isaacs, Vi¢e-President 
of the School. 

“The Chairman ” was toasted by Mr. L. G. BOWMAN, M.A, Dr, 
BRODETSKY replied. 

During the evening a concert was given.

PROPOSED CONFERENCE. 


Last week a joint meeting was held of the Committee of the Burean 
and a number of ministers who have undertaken to canvass for subscrip- 
tions. There were present: Rabbi Dr. Schinfeld, Messrs. P. Barnett, 
L.. Felsenstein, O. Kahn, and A. Rabens, and the Revs. S. Blachman, C. 
Davies, D. Kiein, H. Mayerowitsch, J. B. Levy, A. Littenberg, H. L. Price, 
G. Prince, and E. Spero. A discussion was held with regard to the work 
of the Bureau, and the opinion was expressed that ateps should be taken 
to enlist the support of all ministers in assisting the general work of the 
Bareau and obtaining appointments for employees. Rabbi Dr. Schonfeld 
proposed that a Public Conference should be called with a view to making 
a combined effort to enlist the support of employersof labour. The proposal 
was agreed to. It was decided to invite three representatives each of the 
Ministers’ Conference and the Precentors’ Association to join the Standing 
Committee of the Bureau. 


‘Humanity of Methods of Slaughter.’ 


DR. LEONARD HILL'S VIEWS. 
In the course of an article to the Lancet, on “The Humanity of 


- Methods of Slaughter,” Dr. Leonard Hill, M.B., F.R.S., cited an experi. 


ment made by himseif some years ago, when, together with Mr. Openshaw, 
he defended the Jewish method of slaughter. He had anwthetised a calf 
and inserted a tube in the peripheral end of the cartoid artery. Thetube 
was filled with a strong saline solution to prevent clotting of the blood. 
The animal's neck was then cut with a sharp knife so as to divide the 
great blood vessels at one stroke. The manometer recorded an instant 
fall of blood pressure which reached zero in a second or two, showing 
that the circulation in the great brain had ceased. It had been indis 

putably established (1) that a big injury, such as throat cutting, is not felt 
at the moment of infliction, and (2) that the cutting of the big arteries in 
the throat instantly arrests the circulation in the great brain and abolishes 
consciousness. The actual operation of cutting the throat was, then, as 
humane as shooting with a. safety pistol or stunning with a pole-axe. 
Any charge of inhumanity could be made not against the cutting of the 
throat, but only against the operation of casting or hoisting. At the tests 
held at Birmingham half carcases of selected and representative animals 
killed by each method were examined a week later. Os cutting up the 
carcases and comparing the flesh of the shot oxen with that of the ox 
killed by the Jewish method, it was found that the flesh of the latter was 
firmer, drier, and free from bloud. The blood of animals shot or pole- 
axed could not therefore be emptied out from the body $0 well as it was 
by the Jewish method. 


Talimud Torah Trust. 
A CONFERENCE. 


Dayan A. Feldman presided recently at a conference of members of the 
Edacation Committee of the Trust and Principals of Talmud Torahs and 
Yeshiboth. The Conference discussed the specimen syllabus which had 
been drawn up by the Joint Sub-Committee, representing the Education 
Committee of the Trust and the Principals of the Affiliated Associations. 
After various amendments in the syllabus had been made, it was decided 
to draw up a list of text books, recommended by the Education Com. 
mittee for use in the Talmud Torahs, and to grade the books according to 
their suitability for junior, middie, and senior classes; and farther to 
make a list of suitable passages from the 7°JN for memorisation by the 
pupils. The Conference expressed its thanks to Mr. Herbert M. Adler for 
the helpful suggestions he had given, and to the following members of the 
Bub-Committee: Dayan Lazarus, the Revs. “+ Goldbloom, and Messrs. 
M. Mushin, and L. Lefkowitz. 


**A Golden Silver Wedding." 
MR. AND MRS. SIMON KOSKY OF WESTCLIFF. 


Hearty congratulations (says the /ewish World of yesterday), to Mr. 
and Mrs. Simon Kosky, of Westcliff-on-Sea, who to-morrow celebrate the 
twenty-fifth anaiversary of their marriage. [Even heartier congratulations 
to them, however, on the manaer in which they are celebrating it. 
Instead of doing so by means of an “affair,” they have handed to a 
senior official of the Jewish Board of Guardians the sum of 125 guineas, 
with the request that it should be distributed among several charitable 
institutions, Jewish and non-Jewish. The distribution has been made 
as follows: To the Jewish Board of Guardians, 15 guineas; 19 
guineas each to the Jewish Hospital, the London Hospital, the 
Metropolitan Hospita!, the Southend Victoria Hospital, the Home 
for Jewish Incurables, and the Southend Hebrew Congregation. 
‘Tbe Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum, the Home for Aged Jews, the 
Jews’ Temporary Shelter, Dr. Barnardo's Homes, the Great Garden Street 
Talmud Torah, the Christian Street Talmud Torah, the Radmans Road 
Talmud Torah, the Jewish Soup Kitchen, the U crainian Jews’ Fand, and 
the New Road Synagogue, each receiva five guineas. This. it occurs to 
us, is a right royal way of honouring the occasion ; and wacan only hops 
that for the sake of the institutions that will then benefit (as wellas, of 
couras, for themselves), Mc. and Mes. Kosky may be spared to see the 
golden anniversary of their marriage day. Theirs is, indeed, au example 
to one and all of “ how to do it.”

Glasgow “ Successes” ? 


From Mr. Maurice Bioch, J.P. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


‘Sin,—Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches, writing to you on the subject of 
Conversionist activity, quotes from a Conversionist leaflet the following - 
“ During the last century at least one juarter of a million Jews entered 


the Christian Church. In Hungary alone during the past five years no 
fewer than 40,000 Jews have become members of the Christian Churches.” 
Then there is quoted the Mission's reason for financialhelp: “. . . . 
Because we arp-in urgent need of increased support for our Jewish 
Mission work in Glasgow, etc. e 

Anyone with even a slight knowledge of the sanguine methods 
of the Missionaries knows that if it came to actua! proof the number of 
10,000 Jews supposed to have become members of their church in 
Hungary during the past five years would be found to be a gross exaggera- 
tion. The Mission Committee must make some show to their present and 
potential subscribers, and they are hard put to it. 

But I am rather more concerned with that part of Dr. Daiches’ letter 
pointiug to Glasgow, where he proceeds to say: “the references made 
in the leaflet to the successes of the Conversionists among the Jews of 
Glasgow ought to receive the immediate attention of the communal 
organisations and the representatives of this great city.” 

That the appeal by the missionaries for funds for Jewish mission 
work in Glaegow should imply the successes of the Conversionists among 
the Jews of Glasgow is going rather far. [Edinburgh isthe very centre of 
the Jewish mission activities, and some damage has been done there by 
them in the past. Perhaps this has caused Dr. Daiches undue fears, and 
be bas read into the leaflet what is not there. 

There are no successes of the missionaries in Glasgow. They havea 
“ Hebrew-Christian " mission hall within a few paces of the Board of 
Guardian rooms, and there is no difficulty in keeping a close watch on 
their activities. Ono occasion Jewish children have been given sweets 
and money, but very rarely a second time. I have spoken to an old 
resident of Glasgow. who says that in foriy years there have been one or 
two converts—doubtfal at that. There is proof that one of them, at any 
rate, pleaded to be taken back to the fold of Jadaism. 

Such are the “ successes” of the Conversionists in Glasgow.

Theyare 
taught to love Jesus,etc. LIasked whatabout their own religion, to which 
she replied: “ Well they have their Friday night at home and Saturday, 
but when they grow older, they are then able to choose their own religion.” 
To my greater surprise on enquiring if their parents were cognisant of their 
attendance at the Mission Hall, and at the Free Treats, | was told they 
most certainly were. I wrote toa minister who is interested in Notting 
Hill, and my letter was read at a Chan: ca) meeting held in the district. 
I do not know with what results. 

This sort of thing has presumbly been going on for a considerable 

é, and steps should be taken at once to counteract this propaganda. 
y ype committee should be formed to warn the parents against the 
danger, and Jewish teachers must impress upon the children that the 
wiles of the Missions are only for the purpose of seducing them from our 
Holy Faith.

The Chief Rabbi said that if Judaism was to strike root in the future 
it must strike root in the present.

Some people said 
that it Was bot necossary to have Yeshiboth and Talmud Torahs, but 
Talmud Torah was the lifeboat which saved thoir faith and their ideala 
from the shipwreck of materialism and the trials of economic stress, 
The Talmud Torah could not live on orations, and there was no one too 
poor who could not give his share towards its maintenance. There had 
been rich English Jews in the past who had been loyal and devoted to 
Judaism. (Unfortunately there was now growing up a class of so-called 
better Jews who seemed to be marching to suicide. They sent their 
children to Public Szshools, where they got New Testament instruction 
Without any Jewish education whatever. He would class those people 
as “ undesirabies * not only for the Jews, but also for the non-Jews; a 
@isgrace to the Jewish name and a danger to non-Jews, becanse religious

Dr. llertz concluded 
with a poweriul appeal for fuancial assistance to both institutions, 

In the evening a dinner in bonour of the Chief Rabbi was held in the 
Embassy Roome, Mount Pleasant. r. Bertram B. Benas, B.A., LL.B., 
presided. The healthof “The Chief Rabbi” was propored by Rabbi I. J. 


-Unaterman, who said that it was of great value for the rising genera- 


tion of the Jewish community in this courtry that they poesessed ao 
Chief Rabbi like Dr. Hertz, who, with his wide and general culture 
and encyclopredic knowledge of European literature, was saturated 
with the spirit of intensive Jowishness. 

The Chairman, in proposing the health of Mrs. Hertz, referred to her 
work on behalf of the future of the Jewish people in Palestine, and to her 
¢fforts to spread the knowledge of the Hebrew language among the young 
women of Jewry. 

The Chief Rabbi said that Liverpool Jewry was fortunate in possessing 
many idealists who were not absorbed in their own narrow interests, but 
sought to advance the spiritual and intellectual interests of Jewry at large. 
One of their leaders, who loved to work for cthers, and who devoted bis 
life to the poorest of the poor, was the Rev. I. Raffalovich, who 
recently left Liverpool for newer and vaster pasturesin Brazil. A nation 
could always be born again through its school-children, and they must, 
indeed, be careful as to the religious upbringing of the young. 
For some reason or other, sections of Jewry had risen in England to 
whom the very idea of a Jewish school or of a Jewish atmosphero ina 
school was repugnant. One well-known man, who recently published a 
paper on the problem, said that a Jewish school was bad for the country. 
Of all the extraordinary and foolish statements he (Dr. Hertz) had ever 
read, that was the most extraordinary. Would any Anglican say that an 
Anglican school, which was based on religious education and which had 
a dcfinitely religions atmosphere, was bad for the country? Wonld 
Roman Catholics or Nonconformists speak in such terms of their schools? 
The same individual had said that if people were trained in a peculiarly 
and specifica!!y Jewish school, their outlook would not be sufficiently wide 
or their sympathies sufficiently broad. That contention was shown to be 
unfounded, whenthey thought of the men in Anglo-Jewry who had attained 
to the highest eminence in this country. People who attended schools 
where they received either no religious instruction whatever ora religicus 
instruction to which they could only feign allegiance, were those who, in 
after life, had no sympathies atall. Jewish misery and Jewish woe did 
not touch them at all; they were neutral. Dr. Hertz concluded by 
urging that the Jewish community in Liverpool should give the lead by 
creating a few bursaries at Jews’ College, London, by means of which 
young men of promise could be trained for the Anglo-Jewish ministry. 

Rabbi M. Krassner proposed the toast of “ the friends of the Yesbibah 
and Talmud Torah,” coupled with the names of Messrs. H. Pollock and 
J. Swift, the Treasurers of the respective institutions. 

Dr. Henry Cohen proposed the toast of “the Chairman.” 

Mr. Benas, in responding, said that while they looked to a more 
flourishing future for the Talmud Torah and the Yeshibah, they owed it 
t> the pious founders of both institutions not to forget the past. Ia 
particular he referred to the late Rabbi S. J. Rabinowitz, the late Mr. M. 
Prail, and the late Mr. B. Caplan, who were so closely identified with the 
initiation and foundation of the Yeshibah. Mr. Benas also said that in 
the early stages of the organisation of that day’s proceedings they bad 
been greatly encouraged by the Rev. I. Raffalovich, who had envisaged 
the project as a great opportunity for the community to welcome the 
Chief Rabbi. 

As a result of the Chief Rabbi's visit over £250 were received as 
donations to the Yeshibah and Taimud Torah. 

The Stewards at the meeting and the dinner were mainly composed 
of the members of the Hebrew Social Club, who gave a donation of five 
guineas to the institutions. 

The Rev. M. Levy, of Wallasey, was unable to take part in the 
reception to the Chief Rabbi and attend the dinner in consequence of 
indisposition.

Jewish Friendly Societies. 


A review of the latest report of the Order Achei Brith and Shield of 
Abraham appears in the Jewish \Vorld, The Order maintains its leading 
position in the movement. Its membership is 9,651, and total funds 
£54907. The State membership is about 6,500. Features in the report 
which may be mentioned are the Order's kcon desire to bring the Lodges 
to a state of complete solvency; the statement that gcueral agreement 
has not been reached on the precise form of legal registration for the 
Jewish Friendly Societies’ Convalescent home; the ee ae burdens 
placed on the Central Benevolent Fuad through indu‘trial depression . 
and the fear that the Industrial Assurance Act may comp*! the Order to 
reconstitute itself on lines foreign to the Jewish Friendly Society move. 
ment. Io the last connection, the report says that if the reconstitution 
“shou!d be on the lines of a Collecting Society it would be fatal to the 
interests of the Order and to the scntiments which animate thono who 
aro associated with the movement.” The report notes that the adminis. 
tration of National Health Insurance is passing through a very critical 
period, and if adjustments are proposed in the law of Ilealth Iusurance 
to meet the doctors’ claims it will bo the duty of approved rocieties to 
place clearly before Members of Parliament and the Government their 
right to administer the Act and to a voice in the disposal of accumulsted 
funds. Valuable statistical tables are appended to the Report, and steps 
have been taken to preparothem in a way which assists the co-ordination 
of Friendly Society statistics. 

The Jewish World also publishes a report of the firat day’s proceedings 
of the Achei Brith Annual Conference. Bro. L. C. Beber’s valedictory 
address as President was a sober review of progress which contained 
generous tributes to colleagues. The outstanding feature of the 
Conference was the adoption of a series of resolutions in relation to the 
Deed of Trust for the Convaisscent Iiome. These resolutions, whick 
were moved by Bro. 5S. Binderman, note an opinion by counsel that “ife 
Society left the Association its members would thereby cr’ase to be 
qualified to enjoy the benefits,” and ge on to request the Association te 
re-commit the Deed to define “Governing Body” as dclogates elected 
by subscribing societies together with three representatives of the 
Association. In the event of this proposal being rejected, “it bo an 
instruction to the Executive Council to consider the future relation- 
ship of the Order and the Convalescent Home, and to submit recom. 
mendations for the future provision cf Convalescent Home benefits 
for members of the Order.” The resolutions were carried by an over. 
whelming majority, although opposition was manifested on the part of 
certain delegates. Bro. M. Cash said it was never the intention of the 
Order that the Association should be the controlling body: its only status 
was as anadvisory body. He declared that if their delegates did sign the 
Round Table Resolutions they at least had the conscience to come for- 
ward, and to say they made a mistakc. The Key. J. L. Geffen supported 
the 0.A.B. Executive, and Bro. B. A. Persht made the ominous statement 
that they wanted to keep out of the Law Courts. Bro. 5. Bindermar 
succeeds Bro. Beber as Grand President, and Bro. L. 8. Abrahamson, 
becomes Grand Vice-President. A dinacr to celebrate the Conference 
was held at Monnickendam looms. 

The Committee of the Burial Society of the Association of Jewish 
Friendly Societies has decided to fix an age limit of sixty for future 
entrants, and to organ'se a scheme for service on the High Holy Days fer 
ite inembers.

Popularising the Societies. 


PLEA FOR ENCOURAGEMENT. 


Under the auspices of the Great Synagogue Guild of Social Service, a 
debgte (opened by Mr. B. A. Fersht) was held on Tuesday cvening at the 
Great Synagogue Hall, on “ Jewish Friendly Societies and Popular l'brift.” 
Sir Stuart Samuel presided. 

Mr. FERSHT gave a survey of the development of the Jewish 
Friendly Society movement, from its early beginnings in this 
country considerably over a century ago. The first socicty of whick 
there was any record, was the Chevra Hodfé Shalom which combined 
religious work (retaining the services of the Rabbi) with benefits. The 
religious side of the earlier societies gradually gave way before the 
economic. He went on to show the great value of the ,ewish Friendly 
Societies in relieving the burdens of the community, estimating that the 
seven large Orders in 1922 paid over £50,000 in benefits. Macy of thoso 
relieved would inevitably have been forced to have recoursé to charity, haa 
it mot been for the habits of thrift which the movement had inculea'ed 
and which had enabled them to make provision for times of adversity. 
He complaired of indifference and an attitude of disdain on the part ot 
many leaders of the community towards the Jewish Vrierd!y Societies 
and picaded for more encouragement. 9 

Dayan L. MENDELSOHN said thatatthe Beth Din one of tho first ques- 
tions asked of witnesses or litigants was whether they belongod to ea 
Friendly Society. He emphasised the value of the Movement in raising 
the self-respect of those concerned. Its great value was in a combination 
of individualism and socialism, and in emphasising the old Jewish ide al 
of genmuluth chassadim in addition to the modern idea of “ liberty, cquality 
and fraternity.” 

Mr 5S. E. DE HAAS said that be was old enough to remember the time 
when recourse to charity was almost inevitable in times of sickness or 
“confined mourning.” One had only to look at the old cemeteries 
to see the number of pauper funerals in bygone days. Those conditiens 
bad been largely remedied by the Friendly Societies. He criticised 
the attitude cf communal leaders in urging Jewish youths to join 
a nou-Jewish organisation for National Health Insurance instead of a 
Jewish Friendly Society, and claimed that none of the promised 
advantages had been obtained by that course. 

Phe CHAIRMAN said that the great value of the Movement was that 
it made tho members independent of charity. Ho did not think it had 
reacucd the cud of its development, and he saw no reason why the 
Fciendly Societies should not make provision for the incurable members 
for orphans, etc. He thought, too, that it could institute c system ot 
readily withdrawable savings by offering a higher rate of interest than the 
Post Office, and secure the funds in Savings Certificates which individuals 
thought not to be quickly realisable. He urged the strengthening of the 
existing Orders by combination. He thought too much was made of the 
bogey of “insolvency,” the actuarial figures being based on expectancy of 
the general population, whereas the Jewish figures were much beiter.

He would rather trust an “insolvent” Jewish society than a “solvent” 
non-Jewish one. He commended the social side of the work and said 
that the societies did much for their members while they were alive as 
well as when they were dead. (Laughter.) 

Mr. MICHAEL LEVY emphasised the “brotherhood” aspect of the 
Movement, and said that the Jewish societies had made great strides 
towards solvency during the last decade. 

Mr. M. CASH said that the great va've of the Movement was to 
prevent the need of charity. Ninety-five per cent. of those applying to 
the Board of Guardians were not Friendly Society members. He looked 
forward to the time when they would have their own dispensaries, 
medical men, and after-care clinics for tubercular cases. 

Mr. B. FRIEDBERG said that the societies had rendered great help to 
the Jewish charities. He complained that the synagogues cold-shouldered 
the Movement. 

Mr. M. SCHIFF testified to the value of the Movement in raising tho 
standards of immigrant Jews. 

Mr. §. DAINOW urged that more information should be available as to 
the benefits offered and the manner of joining the societics. He said that 
the Jewish Year Book did not give such information. 

Mr. B. A. FERSHT, replying to the discussion, repeated his complaint 
of indifference on the part of the community. He said that the Frieudly 
Societies were frequently ignored altogether in the Jewish C/ironicle. 

On the motion of Mr. C. M. SHAW, a vote of thanks was passed to the 
speakers. On the motion of Mr. M. Casi, a vote of thanks was passed to 
the Chairman. 

The CHAIRMAN, in reply, said that he did not agree with Mr. Fersht ia 
all his strictures. He thought the Movement owed a great deal to the

“Jack and the Beanstalk.”— ‘This year's pantomime at the Lyceum 
bids fair to be one of the most successfal ever produced at that house.

HOLIDAY ATTRACTIONS. 


“ Jack and the Beanstalk.”— This year's pantomime at the Lyceum 
bids fair to be one of the most successfal ever produced at that house.

Although it makes no claim to be a “ super- 
production,” the pantomime neéds only a little compression and the 
addition of more humour well to hold its own among suburban shows. Miss 
Bery!-Rowcroft makes a dashing principal boy, and other notable 
members of the cast are Mr. Nat Lewis, as a ripely humorous 
“ Dame,” and Mr. George Goodfellow as “Idle Jack.” Mr. Bert Martell 
makes an excellent “ Felix the Cat.” 


“To Lhasa in Disguise.”"—The iirst kinema pictures to be brought 
out of Lhasa, the forbidden capital of Tibet, are now being shown at a 
series of matinces atthe New Oxford Theatre, together with an instructive 
“film-talk” by Dr. William Montgomery McGovern. Dr. McGovern 
entered Tibet in the disguise of a native servant. After much hardship 
and difficulty, he reached Lhasa at the time of the Tibetan New Year 
ceremonies, and succeeded in securing many film pictures of the devil- 
dauces and of native customs. The result is an entertainment of much 
interest and of real value, which should bave a strong appeal to all boys 
witb a love of adventure.

The time has come to wind up our debate, which has been running 
for so many weeks, and has called forth so many interesting contribu- 
tions from my readers.
